CHAPTER I. 


.GENERAL 8e POLITICAL. 

U Area & Population. 

1. Tlie Kolhapur State lies between 17° 10’ 45” and 150 50’ 20” 
north latitude and 74*^ 44’ 11” and 73® 43’ 10” east longitude and is 
lx)unded on the north by the river Warna which separates it from 
the British District of Satara, on the north-east by the river Krishna, 
on the east and south by the Distric't of Belgauiu and on the west by 
the Sahyadri mountain which divides it from the Savantwadi State 
on the south-west and Ratnagiri on»the west. The five large rivers 
of this province namely the Krishna, the Panchaganga, the Warna, 
the Dudaganga and Hiranyakeshi with their several tributaries flow 
through and drain the territory. 

2. The capital of the State is Kolhapur - an historic city of 
palaces and building's, of roads well laid out, and parks and recreation 
grounds finely designed, with flourishing educational and other insti- 
tutions and with archoeological remains of great value. The Kolha- 
pur city is a place of pilgrimage and its population, 66,728. 

3. The total arek’of the State is 3,217.1 square milts, of which 
2,124.6 belong to the State proper and the rest to the Feudatory 
Jahagirs under the State. 

4. The population according to the Census of February 1931 
was 9,57,137 souls, of whom 4,90,336 were males and 4,66,801 females. 
Out of the total population, 8,66,648 were Hindus, 43,857 Jains, 41,865 
Musalmans, 4,759 Christians and 8 Parsis. 
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5. Thus almost all the religious denominations of India are 
found in the State. The spread of modern education and of liberal 
ideas is steadily softening the edges and angularities of different 
faiths and the resulting broad sense of toleration reduces the chances 
of religious tension which was never acute in the State. 

6. The total gross revenue calculated on the average of the 
past five years is Rs. 1,27,10,409. 

2. Administration. 

7. His Highness Lt. Col. Sir Shri Rajaram Chhatrapati Maha- 
rajasahcb G.C.S.I., G.C.I.E. completed the 9th year of his rule on 
the 6th of May 1931 and the 34th year of his age on the 31st July 
1931. He is entitled to a hereditary salute of 19 guns. 

b. His Highness being the fountain head of all power, authority 
and justice in the State has invested his Ministers with the ])owers 
of administration reserving to .himself certain powers of ultimate 
significance. • 

9. Important matters are generally referred by His Highness 
for opinion to the Council of State which consists of the Judicial and 
Revenue Ministers, Chief Secretary to His Highness and Puisne 
Judge presided over by the Diwan.

10. His Highness exercises the powers of the King in Council 
with respect to the appeals preferred to the Supreme Court of His 
Highness from any final judgment, order or decree of the High 
Court.

11. His Highness the Chhatrapati Maharajasaheb is takiug 
his riding exercise regularly and enjoyed sound health throughout 
the year. 

12. Her Highness Shri Laxmibaisaheb, Dowager Maharan-i 
saheb of Kolhapur enjoyed good health during the year. 
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13. Her Highiiess S. S. Shri Akkasaheb, the Maharaui Sahcb- 
of Dewas Senior ( His Highness’ sister ) enjoyed good health through- 
out the year. 

14. Her Highness S. S. Shri Tarabaisaheb, the senior Maha- 
ranisaheb of Kolhapur enjo3’ed good health during the 3'ear. 

15. Her Highness S. S. Shri Vijayamalabaisaheb, the junior 
Maharaiiisaheb of Kolhapur enjoyed good health during the 3'ear 
under report. 

16. Shri Puuyashil Induniati Ranisaheb Maharaj ( His High- 
nes,s’ widowed .sisterMu-law ) enjo3'ed good health with the exeeptiou 
of a slight attack of Influenza. 

17. Prince Vikranisinhrao, the Yuvaraja of Dewas Sr. ( son of 
His Highness’ sister ) the Ytjvaradui and Shaliniraje ( daughter of 
Yuvaraja of Dewas Sr. ) enjoyed good health throughout the 3’ear.

18. Oil 3rd Jul3’’ of 1930 His 'Highness the Chhatrapati Maha- 
raja,saheb and the Party left Kolhapur for Raibag ( a Mahal in the 
Kolhapur State ) b3' .special train. In the rainy season there is very 
good and dry eliniate at Raibag.^ Generally .His Highness pays a 
visit annually to this place in the rainy sea.son for dr3' climate as 
well as for Shik.ir. ^ During his stay there His Highness iinspecled 
some work of administration in this part of^the countr3’. 

19. His Highness and party went to Poona on 4th September 
1930 and returned to Kolhapur on 12th October 1930 1)3' .special 
trains. 

20. His Highness iliade three tours to Boniba3’; one on 20lh 
December 1930, the second on 29th Jannar3' 1931 and the third on 
;i5th April 1931. 

21. His Highness made some Shikar trips by motor to Alte 
and Katyaui park. 
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5. Chief Events. 

22 . On the 1 st of January 1931 , His Most Gracious Majesty, 
the King Emperor of India was pleased to confer upon His Highness 
the title of a Knight Grand Commander of the ( Most Exalted Order 
of the ) Star of India. 

23 . On the 8 th August 1930 , His Excellency Field Marshal 
Sir William Birdwood Commander-in-Chief in India paid a visit to 
Kolhapur. A State Banquet was given in honour of his visit to* 
Kolhapur at the New Palace on 9 th August 1930 .^ In proposing the 
toast of His Excellency at the State Banquet His Highne.ss made the 
following speech which was ver3' much appreciated hy His Excellenc}’ 
Field Marshal Sir William Birdwood. 

24 . In proposing the toast His Highness said: — 

“ Your Excellency, Ladies and Gentlemen, 

It is with siucere.st pleasure that I again welcome Your 
F/Xcellenc3’ to ni3’ Capital. Tfue to the soldier’s word, Your Ex- 
cellenc3' amidst great difficulties, v’ith no little inconvenience to your- 
self, has redeemed 3’our pledged word to me, not to leave India before 
doing me the honour of paying a parting visit to my vState. I thank 
3'ou most heartil3’ for it. Indeed I cannot adequate^’ express int’ 
gratitude tf> 3’ou for the honour.

Born in this countr3’’, Your Excellency is looked uix)u b3’ 
us as one of us. With in/? pcr.sonall3', I feel proud to sa3', that 3’our 
friendly relations have been hereditary. My late revered father 
alwa 3 'S felt ver 3 '^ grateful for the S3’mpathy and support received in 
the early years of Ms rule, from 3’our father, the late Sir Herbert 
Birdwood of<beloved niemor3'. He was then Political member of the 
Executive Council of the Government of Bomba3'^ and was, it is still 
remembered, a type of a true English Gentleman. His name was 
held in the highest esteem in this Presidenc3', and was a bye-word 
for courtes3’ and brotherl3' love and all qualities that make for the 
union of hearts. It is, I ma5’ be allowed to sa3', the rich heritage 
of these virtues that has endeared Your Excellenc3'^ to ever3' one, 
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having the privilege of coining in contact with 3^011.- Claiming you 
as one of us, we Marathas regard with special pride 3'our elevation 
to the highest position in the army'... a position held by Field Mar- 
shals of great eminence, like the late Lord Roberts and Lord Kitch- 
ener. During your Excellency’s tenure of that office of the highest 
re.spousibility, you have added glory and lusture to it and I ma5' be 
permitted to say, that you w’ill soon be laying it down with a 
sense of having won the loving trust and esteem of the whole army. 

It is with pride that I find in the commisisioned ranks of the 
British arni5' twq officers from here — Captain Khauvilkar, whose 
brother occupies the post of officer in command of my Cavalry and 
Lieutenant Surve, whpse brother has been holding responsible offices 
and is at present my acting Diw'an. The Warlike Maratha com- 
niunit3’, as Your Excellency is aware, have in the past alwa3’s dis- 
tinguished themselves in the field. I trust the3’ will not lag behind 
even in these da3'S. The encouragement afforded to this warrior 
class ditring Your Excellency’s regime will, it is hoped, be a further 
stimulas to them and they will be V.epresented in greater numbers 
among the Commis.sioned officers, ajid continue to uphold the pre- 
stige of their name b}' a lo3'al discharge of their dut3\ The appre- 
ciative woi'ds of Your Excellancy’s wire sent on the occasion of the 
opening of the Shri Shivaj’s statue in Poona, which had the unique 
honour of its foundation stone being laid b3> His Ro3’al Highness 
the Prince of Wales, are engravejJ in the heart of ever3' Maratha and 
will alway’S prove an incentive to him to keep ever alive the qualities 
of courage, hardiness and disregard o,^ danger to which Your 
Excellency’ has made so apt a reference in the telegram. Your 
Pyxcelleucy’, I may’^ be pardoned for referring to a matter w’hich, I 
trust, has not been finally at rest. I meaif the reviving of the 
Maratha Cavalry^ Y6nr Excellency is no doubt aw’are nf the inborn 
love for horse of the Maratha. The image of the Maratha horsman, 
taking rest after a hard fight, with his trn.sty steed by his side, the 
.spear stuck in the ground and the bridle slung on his arm, satisfied 
with a meal of ears of raw corn crushed between the palms of his 
hands, and a drink of the cry’.stal water of the spring, is ever fresh 
in his mind. It is no wonder if he longs for service as a cavalry’-man. 
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thougli he knows that in modem warfare, with the march of the 
aeroplane and aiirship, cavalry will be far less serviceable than 
before. I recognise that times have changed and the Maratha has to 
adopt to himself to the changed conditions. I note with satisfaction 
however that this virile race is doing so and gradually fitting itself to 
take its due share in the civil administration of the country. I believe 
I can sa3' without contradiction that the profession of a soldier is not 
uncongenial to the civil line. My own personal experience of the 
military officers lent to the Political Department, confirms me in this 
belief. The names of friends Colonel Merewehter and Colonel 
O’Brien with whom I came into direct touch as mj’’ Residents, are 
greatfull}' remembered in Kolhaimr and Southern Maratha States 
for their tact and sj-mpathj’, jiersonallj^ I fee? greatly indebted to 
them for their help and guidance in the earlier 3’ears of 1113’ adminis- 
tration. Our sympathetic Governor His Excellency Sir Frederick 
S3’kes too has risen from the niilitar3’,line. You are all aware how 
His Kxcellenc3’ is dealing with a difficirlt siUiation with admirable 
patience and coolness. I do not if I may be permitted b3'^ Major Eang 
to refer to him along with his predecessors, indeed one of them. 
Colonel O’Brien. I am not ndw^afraid of mentioning his name, he 
being not here to brow-beat me, used always to shut me up b3' his 
stern looks whenever I tried to speak 6'i him. But now I am under 
the protection of a soldier of the highest military rank and I ma3' sa3' 
without fear of being snubbed by MUjor Lang that b3’’ his S5unpath3% 
tact and talents he has won confidence and esteem throughout his 
charge. * 

Your Excellency has been the first Conimander-in-Chicf 
to visit my Infantr3' and Cavalr3' here. The3’ have had now the 
honour of being inspected by you and I venture to hope that Your 
Excellency has found ray Infantr3’ in no way inferior to units of the 
British Arm3'^ in field exercises, rausketr3' practise or discipline as, 
of course they are not in lo3’alty and I believe Your Excellency has 
found my Cavalry also not much below the mark. Such visits are 
very highly prized by them and the examples set by Your Excell- 
ency will, it is hoped, form a precedent that will not go in vain. I 
raa3' oil this occasion refer also the visit in November last of His 
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Excellency the Viceroy, Lord Irwin. His Excellency’s keen inte- 
rest in agriculture is well known and to His Excellency’s visit my 
people owe the widely useful agricultural institutions, the Lord 
Irwin Museum and agriculturel school started here in his honour. As 
in the crest of this country, by far the greater portion of my people 
are agriculturists and these institutes are largely availed of by them. 
Thus His Excellency’s visit has been of immence benefit to my State 
and source of inspiration to the tiller of the soil. 

Before concluding, Ladies and Gentlemen, I would express 
my sincerest thanks to Mrs. and Miss Lang, who have spared no 
pains in looking after my distinguished guest and arranging all 
the details of the Banquet. I know it is with them a lalxjur of love 
but all the labour falls to their share and the credit to mine. They 
always keep in the back ground, as does also Major Lang whom 
I have often to trouble not only for help and advice in oflScial matters 
but even for company in my rough Shikars. 

It is time. Your Excelleuo3', to bid you good-bye. I hope 

to have the pleasure of meeting you again. But in my Capital these 

will be my parting words, uttered with a heavy heart. The Sir 

William Birdwood Road that links with Sir Leslie Wilson Road, 

will forever keep green, in my State the memory of two of my 

sincerest friends and well-wishei's. They will’always be remembered 

by me with feelings of loving regard. I trust Your Excellency will. 

even after leaving' the shores of this country, like my friend Sir 

Leslie Wilson with whom, like the Road bailt in your honour, Your 

Excellency’s name will always remain joined, continue to take the 

same interest in me and my State as you have been doing.

I have no wosds to express how greatly disapppinted I feel 
at the absence of Her • Excellency Lady Birdwood. Their High- 
nesses my mother and sister especially were looking forward ver}- 
much to meeting Her Excellency and their disappointment is even 
greater than mine. I can well understand, however, how very in- 
convenient and troublesome it would have been to Her Excellency to 
undertake so long a journey in this wet weather and I request Your 
Excellency to convey to her warmst regards from us all. 
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I -wish Your Excellency and Lady Birdwood all happiness 
and that you may be long spared .to serve the Empire. 

Ladies and Gentlemen, I now ask you to drink the health 
of our distinguished guest His Excellency Field Marshal Sir William 
Birdwood. ” 

25. A suitable reply to this was given by His Excellency Field 
Marshal Sir William Birdwood. 

26. On 11-8-1930, His Highness the Rajesaheb of Sondha 
accompanyed by his brother paid a visit to Kolhapur. He was a 
state guest here and during his short stay he ijaid visits to some local 
institutions. 

27. Kolhapur had the honour of a visit from His Highness the 
Maharajasaheb of Baroda on the 11th ,May 1931. He was received 
with great pomp by His Highness the Chhatrapati Maharajasaheb. 

28. On the anniversary o,f the Coronation day i. e. 31st May 
1931 His Highness was pleased «to sanction and introduce the Kolha- 
pur State High Court Regulation 'l931, under which the High Court 
of Kolhapur and the Supreme Court ofcHis Highness the Chhatra- 
pati Maharajasaheb have been established. The High Court of

FINANCE. 

1. General. 

1. The Finance Department contiinicd to he as before under 
the Diuan throuKhout the year. 'I'hi.s Department prepares the 
Inidget and submits it for orders. It keeps the Kolhapur Govern- 
ment informed of the chief causes of fluctuations in the State revenue 
and advises Governnient on all cpie.stions affecting? State finances. 

2. The budjjet assijjns most of the income of the year to the 

well-being of the people. Kducalion, public health, medical relief, 
the protection of per.son and projicrty, the administration of justice, 
the provision of communications and Ilakha Panchayfil cnnsunie the 
bulk of the revenue. ^ 

.1. The working of the Sulj-Tijeasuries a'nd the Huzur Treasury 
is carried on in accordance wi*th the new system introduced in 
1927-1928. According to tVus system the Taluka and Mahal Sub- 
Treasuries send their daily sheets of reccii)ts and disbursements 
snp])orted 1)3’ vouchers to the Treasur3' Officer 1)3’ whom the3’ are 
incorporated in the Huzur acejaunts. From these accounts a dail3’ 
llalance Sheet is prepared which shows the daiU’ receipts and disburse- 
ments as also the ca.sli balance of the whole, vState. At the end of each 
month a ca.sh account and a list of payments with all vouchers is 
sent to the Chief Audit Officer. 

• 

4. The Chief A«idit Officer deals with audit and accounts. All 
sorts of bills are pre-audited and passed on for pa3’ment 1)3' the 
Audit Department. The cash accounts and vouchers of payment 
received from the Treasury Officer are thoroughly post-audited. The 
receipts and the expenditure of the vSiate are tabulated under the 
respective heads and sub-heads according to the Budget and monthl3' 
and 3’earl v statements of accounts are compiled bv the Account Depart- 
ment. A monlhly Trial Llalanec Sheet is prcpare.l and submitted 
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to the Diwan. Under the above S3’.stein, the accounts of the State are 
al\va 3 *s iipto-date, the necessai^v information about the State Finance 
being al\va 3 'S read 3 ' at hand and the annual closing of accounts not 
dela 3 ’ed as before.

18. The Darbar holds in trust*^ number of funds collected by 
public bodies, as well as iiy private persons and institutions; and 
interest on these amounts, as .agreed upon, is paid from the Treasury 
to the benifiriaries, or is utilised in the wa^" laid down by the found- 
ers of these Trusts. The number of these funds was the same as in 
the last \ car riz. ,36 and the total amount of deposits fell from Rs. 
1,84,050 to Rs. 1,743,358. The whole amount of these funds was ad- 
vanced to agriculturists and Inamdars as loans at reasonable interest. 
The amount of interest realised in this way during the year came to 
Rs. 13,729 and Rs. 8,632 were paid to the beneficiaries of the Trusts 
or appropriated as desired by the founders of the funds. Rs. 3,119 
remained to be ])aid’at the end of the year as the sapue was not 
claimed. The total collection of interest on these funds is more than 
the amount of interest paid to the beneficiaries of the funds idus 
the amount Avhich remained to be paid at the end of the 3*ear. This 
is due partly to the realisation of the arrears of interest of previous 
years and partly to the difference in the rate of interest in the 
two cases.

Second Revision Survey and Settlement of Shirol 
and* Hatkanangle Talukas.

Each party consisted of 
ten surveyors and one Nimatandarj* Thej' finished the work of 
measuring the sub-shares in the survey* numbers of Shirol Taluka, 
fixing their lx)undaries and making them permanent with the exce])- 
tion of nearlj^ one lurudred and fifU' .survej’ numbers of the Taluka 
town of Shirol Taluka. The work of measui'lug the sub-shares of 
these .survey' numbers, fixing the* lx)undar\' marks of these survej' 
immbers and makihg them permanent will be undertaken soon. 
These two parties did the Field work as given below: —

3. Two years’ experience has shown that it would take a ver}'

So a third party with a Nimtandar was organis- 
ed with the sanction of His Highness. It took up the w'ork of measur- 
ing the sub-shares of the survey numbers of Hatkauaugle Talnka, 
fixing their boundaries and making them permanent.

4. Taking into con.side ration the frequent failures of crop due 
to the general decrease in the average rainfall and the present cir- 
cunustances of Shirol Taltika, His Highness wa.s pleased to .sanction 
an increase of Rs. 6i\4 percent only in the rates on all the lauds in 
Shirol Taluka. Compared with the 2nd revi,sion rates sanctioned 
in the adjoining Districts these rates arc ver}’ moderate. This 
nominal rise in rates was highlj’ appreciated by the Rayats.

It pre])ared in duplicate all the 
the 2nd Revision Akarbands for being sent to Shirol Taluka and 
Huzur Record Office. One third Akarband work of Hatakanangle 
Taluka was done bj' this par3’ and the remaining work will be com- 
pleted after the 2nd Revision Settlement report is sanctioned. 

6. Opt of 135 cases received for correcticn in Akarbands, 131 
were disposed of and onlj’ 4 remained to be dealt with. 

7. The Survej' and Settlement Officer visited all the villages of 
Shirol and Hatkanangle Talukas where the Field work was going 
on and inspected the work done by the surveyors and Nimtandars. 
Applications received either in the form of apiieals or complaints 
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agaiust the measurers were disposed of after examining the work 
complained of or appealed against and correcting it where necessary. 

S. Side b3' side with the surverj’ work, information recpiired 
for fixing the rates of assessment of the 2nd Revision Settlement 
report of Hatkanangle Talnka was collected b\' the survey and 
Settlement officer. In this connection and espec iallj’ for the pnri)ose 
of collecting data for preparing the appendices G (1) and H (1) 
showing the selling values and leases of the lands respectivelj', he 
visited the selected ‘villages of Hatkanangle Taltika with the repre- 
.sentatives of the villages. 

Survey and Settlement. 

9. The revised snrvej’ has been extended to almost the whole 
of the State excepting Bavada Jahagir and some 43 Inam villages of 
the Kolhapur State proper .scattered over the various Talnkas of the 
State. The Avork of the original snp'ej’ of the Bavada Jahagir has 
been undertaken. The work of thc'original .sttrve}' of 19 Inam vi- 
llages of the Kolhapur State propcr,undertaken by the Superinten- 
dent, Land Records C. D. Poona was completed. Of these 19 villages, 
the work of the .settlement etc.'of 5 villages was finished. Of these 
5 villages, the settlement rates were deOared during the year iir 4 
villages rvc. .Nanundre, ^lataiwadi, Kaluakwadi and Megholi and 
tho.se will be declared in one village, Morewadi in the next year. 
The Avork of settlement etc. of the remaining 1+ villages aa III be 
completed soon and the rates Avill be made afiplicable to them in the 
year 1932-33. 

10. The AVork of, original survej' of the remaining unsurveyed 
villages Avill be undertaken after the estinmtes, .SAil?mit1cd to His 
Highne.ss, arc .sanctioned. 

Record of Rights. 

11. AsitAvas found that the Mamledar Talnka Panhala was 
unable to cope up Avith the extra Avork of Record of Rights in Panhala 
Talnka OAving to the pres.su re of the rcA’cnue Avork of the Talnka, the 
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special Mi'mlcdar of Record of uas apiwiiitcd tUiritiK the year 

to get the remaining work of -Record of Rights completed. The 
s]iecial Mamledar completed the inspection work of Record of Right.*? 
in the remaining villages and decided the disputed cases. 

12. A fair copy of the register of the Record of Rights of all 

the villages in the Taliika was prepared Avith the help of an extra 

establishment appointed for the imrpose in order to enable the A'illage 

officers to get the Jamabundi papers of the next year preparal in 

accordance with the register of the Record of Rights.

45. The area under coffee plantation was the same as in the 
last 3'’ear viz. 2 acres and 27 gunthas and the number of plants was 
2,720. The out-turn & sale px'ocpeds therefrom were 82 Lbs. & Rs. 
19 respectivel3'. 

46. The area under cardamom plantation was the same as in 
the last 3'ear viz. 5 gunthas. The out-turn hnd sale proceeds there- 
from were 65 Tolas and Rs. 6 respectively. 

Agricultural Stock. 

47. During the 3'car under report the number bullocks increas- 
ed from 1,53,919 to 1,57,169 and that of cows from 69,025 to 1,46,769. 
The number of male buffaloes fell from 44,393 to 42,626 and that of 
female buffallocs increased from 60,197 to 61,635. Horses and mares 
increased from 1,700 and 1,092 to 1,855 and 1,123 respectivel3^ The 
number of ploughs with two bullocks rose from 39,732 to 40,638 and 
that of ploughs with four bullocks decreased from 10,288 to 9,893. 
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Hiring and loading carts decreased from 3,065 and 19,934 to 2,400 
and 16,845 respectively. The number of sheep and goats rose from 
2,29,924 to 2,35,468. 

Breeding Operations. 

48. There were 337 camels at the beginning of the year to 
which were added 35, born during the year, thus bringing the total 
to 372. Of these, 26 died, 10 were sold and the number remaining 
at the close of the year was 336. 

49. There were 124 horses, colts, mares, fillies etc. at the end 
of the last year to which 2 were added. Of these, 2 died, leaving a 
balance of 124 at the close of the j’ear. 

Season and Crop. 

50. In* the year under report • monsoon broke out in time as 
usual and the rains were well spread over all the parts of the State. 
The sowing operations of Kharip.crops were completed in time. Some 
anxiet}’’ was occasioned regarding the crop prospects in , Raibag and 
Katkol Mahal owing to the absence of rains but it was soon Relieved 
by timely rains. On the whole, the^ rains were more satisfactory 
than in the preceding year and were well distributed over all parts of 
the State. The harvest was good. Fortuuatelj' there was no insect 
pest or crop disease during the j^ear In any part of the State. In the 
year under report, the prices of t\ie staple foo(| grains went down 
considferably and caused a good deal of anxiety among the farmers. 
Taking into consideration the decreased rates of the staple food grains 
during the j'ear, liberal policy of suspension was followed in some of 
the villages of the State, where it was found that the villagers on 
account of the prevailing prices were unable to ^SLy the assessment at 
the time fixed for pa 5 ’ment. 

Supply of di inking water and fodder was sufficient during the 
w'hole year. On the whole, the general condition of the people was 
satisfactor 5 % 



51. The following table gives the average percentage of the out-turn of the principal crops. 
( 100 denoting a normal crop. ) 
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Forest. 

52. The Forest Department was under the control of the Chief 
Revenue Officer throitghout the year and Raosaheb T. R. Mohite 
^continued to work as the Conservator of Forest throughout the 
year. 

53. During the year under report the total area under Forest 

, , was 407 sq. miles. Of these, the area of the reserved 

Area iin«lcr forest. ‘ 

forest was 304 sq. miles and that of the proteeted 
forest, 103 sq. miles. 

54. Panhala plantation works whieh were started in the last 
year under special order from His Highness were continued during the 

. . year with an addition of 751 plants of miscellaneous 

Plantations. ‘ 

species. Last year’s and this year’s casualties were 
replaced by new plants. All the plants were watered for a period of 
5 to 6 months. On the whole, the general condition of the young 
plants seemed to be good. The mynber of trees rose from 2300 to 3051. 
The present condition of w'ater supply at Panhala docs not allow a 
greater number of trees to be plfwited. 

55. Departmental plantation works like sandal dibblings etc. 
were done at Shahabundar and Arjunwadi in Gadhinglaj Taluka, at 
Nej and Kumbhoj in Hatkauangle<Taluka, at Madale in Karvir Ta- 
luka, at Solankur and Sawarde in .Radhauagari Taluka, at Cliaran, 
Thergaon and Panhala in Panhala Taluka and rfc Salgaon, Shengaon 
and Alnbavane in Bhudargad Taluka. The total area of sandal di- 
bblings is roughly about 800 acres of forests. The system of dibbings 
being less expensive, was adopted here during the year. Under this 
system, the plants* are not watered at all. Thousands of acres are 
sown with* sandle seed under the bushes ancl left to the nature. 
By this system, thousands of dibblings were sown in the forest direct- 
ly under bushes. The seed being not available in the beginning of 
the rain was sown rather late in the rains, still the percentage of 
germination was satisfactory. The plants could not get sufficient time 
to establish themselves during the rain; subsequently they suffered 
much due to drought and partly due to forest fires. 
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56. Two thousand plants of Bambu were brought from Kanara 
and Mysore forests. These were planted at Manjarkhindi and Farale 
forests in Radhauagari Taluka and Shengaon in Bhudargad Taluka. 
These plants were watered. Some casualties were due to the attack 
of white ant and wild beasts. The plants are thriving fairly well. 
Every possible care is being taken to stock the forest with valuable 
species and to conserve the forest. 

57. Selling of cottlpes of timber and fuel was continued us before. 
The sale of Coupes Owing to thc great fall of the rate in -general market 
it fetched less revenue. 


58. The quautit}' of Hirda collected dcpartmcutallj- fell from 
12,180 Khatidis to 9,040 Khandis. The decrease in the 
quantity of Hirda was due to the nuts damaged by the 
late rains in the months of October and November. 


Hinla Crop. 


59. Thc number of forest offences rose from 41 to -1 7. All were 
Forest offcuces. disposel of uccordiiig to the forest rules. 

60. There was only one forest fire causing damage to the 
Forest file. extent of Rs. 3\-.

62. 94,913 heads of cattle grazed in the Kolhapur State forests 
during the year as against 88,069 of the last year. Among the total 

numbers of cattle, the number of sheej^ rose from 
67,547 to 77,880 and that of other cattle fell from 
20,522 to 17,033. Cattle under plough were exempted from grazing 
fees to encourage agriculture. The grazing fees amounted to Rs. 
14,755 again-st Rs. 16,585 of the last year. The decrease in the 
grazing fees was due to the decrease in the number of other cattle 
than sheep. 


Grazing. 
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63. The total Revenue increased from Rs. l,14,9.Sl to Rs. 

Receipts and 2,11,128. This increase was Only nominal and due to 
Expenditure. adiusttuent of aiiiounts. The expenditure came 

to Rs. 31,090 against Rs. 19,899 of the last year. 

Labour and Wages. 

64. The number of unskilled labourers in the Kolhapur State 
during the year under report was 69,422 of whom 35,475 were males, 
18,427 females and 15,520 children. The rates of their wages varied 
from annas two to rupee one. 

65. The number of skilled labourers was 23,022 and the rate of 
their wages remained at Rs. li \4 as before. 

Income Tax.

66. During the year under report the District Officers of 
Northern and Southern Divisions continued to execute the duties of 
the Income Tax Collector in their respective Districts. The Chitnis 
to the Chief Revenue Offic*fer discharged the duties as Deputy Income 
Tax Collector for the City of Kolhapur and Mamaledars and Mahal-

karis worked as Deputy Income Tax Collectors for Talukas and 
Mahals in their respective Jurisdiction. 

67. The total amount of Income Tax calculated to be recover- 
ed wa.s Rs. 86,193 as against Rs. 91,287 of the last year of which the 
actual receipts came to Rs. 70,090 as againijt Rs. 81,582 of the last 
year and Rs. 16,103 were left outstanding at the close of the year. 

68. The number of appeals together with the previous year’s 
balance was 98 as against 55 of the last year of which 73 were dis- 
posed of during the year leaving a balance of ' 25 appeals for the 
next year’s, disposal. 

69. The number of persons liable to be assessed in the Kolhapur 
State proper was 5,445 of whom 89 were State servants, 41 Doctors 
and Vaidyas, 253 pleaders and 5,062 Sawkars. 
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Wild Animals and Venomous Snakes. 

70. No poisonous snakes were killed during the 5’ear under 
report and hence no expenses were incurred as rewards. 

71. No death from wild anijiials was reported during the year 
under report but two deaths from snake bite were reported during 
the year. 


Records. 

72. At the beginning of the year under report, the number of 
Daftars of “ A ” List in the Huznr Records was 14,548 of which 15 
containijig papers of l3afata were .sent to the Political Record and 
101 new Daftars were received during the j^ear. The total number of 
Daftars of “ A ” List was 14,634 at the rlose of the j'car. 

73. At the beginning of the 5'ear the intmber of Daftars of “B” 
List was 392 and 43 Daftars of “B” List were received during the 
year under report, tints making a total of 435 Daftars. Out of 435 
Daftars, 45 were destroyed, leaving 3^90*at the close of the j’ear. 

Inspection. 

74. The Di.strict Officers and the Chief Revenue Officer toured 
in the whole District and inspected the offices of the snlordinate 
officers during the year under ref)ort. 




Chapter IV 

Law and Justice. 

I General Review of the Administration of Civil Justice. 

1. On the aiuiiversar}’ of the Coronation daj* e. 31st Ma}' 
1931, there was a welcome change in the Administration of Justice. 
His Highness was pleased to establish an independent High Court 
consisting of three Judges and the Supreme Court of His Highness. 
This i)rogressive step is a clear indication of the solicitude and earnest 
desire which His Highness has for the welfare of his subjects. 

2. Owing to the establishment of the High Court, certain 
changes were made in the judicial staf¥. The Chief Judge of the Sar- 
N 3 'ayadhish Court, Kolhaptir, Rao Bahadur A. B. Chongule b. a.,i.i,.b. 
was appointed as Chief Justice of the High Court. Rao Bahadur 

R. P. Savant b. a., rx. b., Bar-at-Lhw, Home Minister and Member 
of His Highness’ Council was made .first Puisne Judge of the High 
Court and Raosaheb V. G. Chavaif B. A., ij.. b., District and Sessions 
Judge was appointed 2nd Pnifyie Judge of the High Court. Raosaheb 

S. S. Bhosle B. A., r.L. b.. District Magistrate was appointed as District 
and Sessions Judge and Raosahpb .S A. Rananavare B. A., i.b. b.. 
District Officer N. D. was appointed as the District Magistrate and 
the District Officer 1), 

3. During the j^’ear the luamdar of Chnichali was invested with 
the 2nd Class Sub-Judge’s power. Thus the number of Civil Courts 
rose from 30 to 31. The powers exercised b 3 ’ tjje various courts of 
the original civil jurisdiction remained unchanged. ^ 

4. The work of 2nd Class Sub-Judges’ Courts at Karvir and 
Shirol being much in arrears, the tenure of the 2nd Class Joint Sub- 
Judges’ Court at Karvir and Shirol was extended to 31st December 
1931 but the extra Joint Sub-Judge Court at Karvir was abolished. 
Owing to the introduction ‘ of the Limitation Act in the Kagal Sr. 
Jishagir in the last year the Munsiff’s Court there was flooded with 
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civil suits owing to which the tenure of the Joint Sub-Judge’s Court 
was extended to the end of 1931. 

5. Some difficulties arising frequently in the Administration of 
Civil Justice Avhich came to the notice of the Chief Judge and such as 
were also brought to his notice by the District Judge were full 3 ' con- 
sidered and necessary' orders for the guidance of the subordinate 
courts were is.sued by the Chief Judge. Orders issued were as under. 

(1) On completion of the attachment of immoveable property 

under O. 21 R. 54 of C. Pro. Code by publishing the prohi- 
bitorj’ order, the practice of preparing separate ‘‘ Japti 
Yadi ” after the publication of prohibitor}’ order being not 
warranted bj' law was discontinued. As there was no 
necessity of separate process for prohibitorj’ order in addi- 
tion to that for warrant of attachment, this practice was 
discontinued. . 

(2) In the matter of deliverj* of possession of immoveable 
property on certificate of'sale some Courts in the State levied 
process fees on the amount realised by the sale while others 
levied them on the amount or value of the subject matter in 
the suit out of which the proceedings arose. With a view to 
keep uniformity of practice in all courts the former being 
proper is retained and the latter abolished. 

(3) Pottndage fee at the rate of 5‘>\o was levied on the amount of 
. sale b}' auction before the sale is confirmed but it being 

erroneous, the practice is discontinued and orders are pass- 
ed to take the fees after the confirmation of the sale. 

(4) There was'wrong practice of taking process for the warrant 
of f.ale besides taking full poundage fee on the amount 
recovered by auction. Now orders are passed to deduct the 
amount of process already recovered for the warrant of sale 
from the poundage fee and recover the surplus if any. 

6. During the year under report, the Chief Judge inspected 
the court of the 2nd Class Sub-Judge at Shirol and the District 
Judge inspected those of Gadhinglaj, Karveer and Gagan-Bavada 





Jahagir. The audits which were taken up were sent to them for 
explanation.

1. Work done by the Civil Courts of Original Jurisdiction. 

7. The year commenced with 5,007 original suits from the pre- 
vious year to which 4,660 new' suits of the aggregate value of Rupees 
12,60,822 w'ere added thus making a total of 9,667 suits for disposal 
against 9,602 of the last year. Of these, 4,554 were 
decided during the year, leaving a balance of 5,113. 
The increase in the number of suits was due to the introduction of 
the limitation Act in the Kagal (Sr.) Jahagir. 

(<?) Out of 4,660 suits filed, 3,215 related to money or moveable 
property, 971 to immoveable property, 46 to specific relief, 53 to 
Nature of the suits establishing right of preemption, 145 to mortgage

year.. transactions, 18 to matrimony, 1 to testaments, 32 to 
other suits not falling under any of the previous heads and 179 were 
again admitted to the file. Of the suits filed, 112 w'ere under Rs. 10 
each, 860 ivere under Rs. 50, 1,319 und«r Rs. 100, 1,695 under Rs. 500 
225 under Rs. 1,000, 219 under As. 5,000, 23 under Rs. 10,000, 5 
above 10,000, 23 suits w'erc suah as their value could not be estimated 
in money and the nature of 179 was included in the last year’s 
statement. 

(/;) Out of 4,55^ .suits disposed of during the year, 67 w’ere trans- 
ferred to other Courts, 155 disposed of without trial, 293 compromised. 
Nature of suits 614 decreed on consent, 1,098 decreed ex-parte, 128 
disposed of. dismissed ex-parte, and 2 disposed of on reference to 
arbitration for plaintiff. Of the 2,469 contested suits. Judgment for 
the plaintiff in wJiole or in part w'as given in 1,783 cases ■»nd for the 
defendants in 386 cases. 


8. The opening balance of applications for the execution of 
Decrees was 3,525 to which 4,257 new applications w'ere added during 
Kxerution of the year making a total of 7,782 against 7,680 appli- 

ijetrefs. catioiis of the last 5 'ear. Out of the total number, 

4,072 applications, as against 4,155 of the last year, were disiwsed of, 
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leaving a balance of 3,710 at the close of the year. Of the applications 
disposed of, 5 were transferred, in 847 .satisfaction in full was ob- 
tained, in 569 satisfaction in part was obtained and 2,651 applications 
were wholly infructuous. The total amount realised in execution 
during the year was Rs. 1,68,163. Execution was effected in the 
following modes.

11. Work done by the Civil Courts of 
, Appellate Jurisdiction. 

9. During the year under report there Avere 1342 appeals 
including 842 of the last year’s balance, against 1,597 in the previous 
year before the appellate Courts for disposal. Of these, 1,198 were 
from decrees and 144 from orders. Out of 1,342 appeals, 440 from 
decrees and 60 from orders were disposed of, leaving a balance of 
758 appeals from decrees and 84 from orders for the next year. Of 
the appeals disposed of 27 from decrees and 1 from orders were 
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transferred to otlier Courts, 20 from decrees and 9 from orders dismiss- 
ed for default, in 198 appeals from decrees the decisions of the lower 
courts confirmed, in 67 appeals from decrees and 7 from orders, the 
decisions modified, in 49 appeals from decrees decisions reversed, 79 
from decrees and 6 from orders remanded, 28 from orders were reject- 
ed and 9 from orders decreed or granted. 

10. There were 741 special regular and miscellaneous appeals 
including the previous year’s balance for dis]X)sal before His 
Highness’ Court during the year under report. Of these, 266 were 
disposed of, leaving a balance of 475 for the next year. Out of the 
total disposal of special appeals, miscellaneous appeals, applications, 
&c. in 49, the decisions of the Lower Courts were confirmed, in 164, 
the decisions reversed, 33 remanded, 8 otherwise disposed of and in 
12, decisions modified. 

11. There were 796 miscellaneous cases before the court of 
original jurisdiction including the previous year’s balance of 359 
cases. Oxit of these, 394 against 32'/ of the last year were disposed of 
leaving a balance of 402 for the next year. Of the cases decided, 172 
were contested, 180 uucontested, 40 disposed of without trial and 2 
transferred to other courts. 

HI. Wards. 

12. The number of wards upder the management of the Judicial 
Department at the beginning of the year was 130 and 10 new wards 
were taken under management and 5 estate^s were returned to the 
wards concerned during the year under report, leaving a balance of 
135 estates for the next year. 

13. The total receipts of the.se estates came to Rs. ^02,359 and 
the expenditure to Rs. 62^1^16. The area of the land belong^ing to 
these estates was 1,801 acres and the value of the moveable property 
was Rs. 16,968.

V. state Law Library. 

15. The State Law Library founded in 1886 was as usual 
managed by a committee, the Chief Judge being the President. This 
Library has opened its branches in the seven towns of the State for 
the use of the Sub-Judges’ Courts at Kolhapur, Gadhinglaj, Patihala, 
Jaysingpur^ Radhanagari, Katkol and Shahnw^adi.' All the branches 
were managed by the respective Sub-Judges as Presidents assisted by 
a committee of thqir respective libraries. 

16. During the year under report, a set of a dozen easy chairs 
and eighteen pairs of chairs and tj^bles w'ere purchased at a cost of 
Rs. 688 and a sum of Rs. 209 was spent on a well polished beauti- 
ful wooden partition. 100 new law books including Law Reports 
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were purchased at a cost of Rs. 519 against Rs. 481 of the last year. 
Thits the number of books rose ffom 1,250 to 1,350. A sum of Rs. 254 
was spent in buying legal periodicals for the use of Library. 

17. The opening balance of the funds of the Institution was 
Rs. 6,773 and the income derived during the year was Rs. 3,600 
against Rs. 4,900 of the last year, thus making the total of Rs. 10,373. 
Out of Rs. 3,600, the amount of subscription collected from the plead- 
ers was Rs. 2,823 and the grant from the Government, Rs. 626. Out 
of Rs. 10,373, the expenditure came to Rs. 3,723 against 7,153 of the 
last j-ear, leaving a balance of Rs. 6,650 for the next 3 ’ear. Out of 
Rs. 3,723 of the expenditure, a grant of Rs. 1,154 was given to the 
branches of the State Tvaw Librarj*. 

2. Criminal Juditice. 

IS. During the 3 ’ear uude,r report, there were three Sessions 
Courts vi^. The Court of Sessions Judge Kolhapur, The Court of 
the Additional Sessions Judge Kolhapur, The Court of Se.ssions of 
the Jahagirdar of Ichalkaranji. Three more courts of Magistrates 
were established, one of the Hon. ls| Class Magistrate City Karveer 
and two of the Hon. iyd Class Magistrates (one at Kolhapur for the 
training of the Jahagirdar of Torgal and the other at Chinchali).

report of whom 5 persons were dealt with and 11 

remained awaiting trial for the next j^ear. Of the 5 persons dealt 
with, all were convicted and sentenced to rigorous imprisoumeut 
and fine. 9 persons were surrendered to the British Government 
and Indian States.

cerned for further guidance. 


3. Peace and Order. 


27. Peace and good will prevailed throughout the State except- 
ing in the Kolhapur City where a tendency towards disobedience of 
lawful authority was for some time manifest in a few irresponsible 
persons who insisted on passing through public wa3's with flags. This 
was entirel3* due to the general unrest in the country at that time. 
As a consequence of the disturbance a few infrequent arrests were 
made which resulted in prosecution of the offenders. His Highness 
was gracious enough to accept the apolog3’ of the misgiiided persons 
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and to grant -them pardon oh condition of their being of good 
behaviour in future. 

28. No offence of High-way Robbery was reported in the 
grmoffences Kolhapur State proper but there was only one case in 
the Icha.lkaranji Jahagir. 

29. The number of offences of murder ( Sec. 302 ) and Dacoity 
( Sec. 395 ) decreased from 21 and 22 to 17 and 16 respectively. 

30. The number of offences of culpable Homicide and attempt 
to murder ( Sers. 304 & 307 ) was the same as in the last year 
viz, 10. 



Chapter V. 


PROTECTION. 


1. Military. 

1. Constitution:,— The Military Force of the State consists of 
Infantry, Cavalry and '/V.rtillery. The sanctioned strength of this 
force excluding the irregulars was 712 comprising of 534 in Infantr}', 

„ 156 in Cavalry and 22 in artillery. But the actual 

strength of this force came to 704 at the end of the 
year under report. Thus Infantry was short of the full strength by 
4, Cavalry by 2 aud Artillery by 2. The total cost of the Military 
Force excluding the feeding chasges of the horses came to Rs. 
1,90,636 against Rs. 1,88,559 of the la^t year.

2. The Department was under the control of the Diwan. Majpf 
K. S. Khanvilkar, Officer Compiandiug was^ in charge of the Lai 
Dagala Risala and His Highness’ Body Guard during the year under 
report. At the clos® of the last year the force numbered 150. During 
the year 37 recruits were enlisted, 2 men were pensioned, 29 left 
their services and 2 died. At the close of the year, the strength was 
154 of which 15 were Non-Commissioned Officers and 139 com^tants. 
The Force is armed with lances, and swords.

3. There were 179 animals attached to the Risala of which 
142 were horses, 11 ponies, 12 oxen and 14 goats. 

4. The total expenditure of the Cavalry came to Rs. 1,09,959 
against Rs. 1,10,485 in the previous year. Of the total amount, Rs. 
39,902 were spent on pay of the Force, 68,379 oh the maintenance 
charges of the horses aud Rs. 1,678 on establishment. 
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2. Artillery. 

5. The Department was under the control of the Diwan. There 
were 57 guns in the Artillery Depot at the close ofthe 5'ear, out 

^ of which 10 were mounted and in actualnse for giving 

salutes etc. Meh. B. Ingle remained in charge of this 

section. 

6. The expendtture on the pay of the force was Rs. 1,440 against 
Rs. 1272 ofthe last year exclusive of thehenifits from the hereditary 
lands enjoyed by the force. 

3. Irregulars. 


7. The Department was umder the control of the Diwan. The 
number of men was 592 during the year under report and the cost 
, ^ , of the force amounted to Rs. 47,798 against Rs. 50,653 

of the last year. 44 posts fell vacant among the force 
during the year under report. 


8. The number of Kotkaris was 228 during the year under 
Kotkaris report. They enjoy In am lands granted by the State 

for their services. They are generally employed for 
guard duties or as peons in offices. 

9. The number of Shiledars Was the same as in the last year 
viii!. 176. Out of these, the services of 40 horse-Shiledars were 

Shiledars comuiutted iiito cash payment at li \2 times of the assess- 
ment of their holdings. The Shiledars are entrusted 
with various duties such as carrying letters, running errands and 
doing several other odd jobs. Expenses incurred for the up-keep of 
the establishment came to Rs. 591. Meherban Nanasaheb Ingle was 
in charge of this department. .

10. Captain M. C, Sinclair and Mr. D. J. K. Coghill I. C. S. 

British Officers Performed the duties of Sefcond-in-Command and 
Adjutant, respectively from 1-4-30 to 25-3-31 and 
from 26-3-31 to 31-3-31. 
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11, Lt. Colonel L. E. Lang, C. I. E., M. C. held the charge of 
the Resident at Kolhapur and Political Agent, S. M. C. vStates and 
Ex-officio Commandant of the Kolhapur Infantry during the lyear 
under report. 

12. The sanctioned strength of the Kolhapur Infantry is 534, 
At the end of the last year the strength including the British Officers 

was 514. During the year, 43 recruits were enlisted, 
6 privates were discharged at their own request. 1 
private was dismissed by Court Martial, 1 private and 1 Recruit 
private were discharged as being unlikely to become efficient soldiers, 
2 recruit privates as being absent without leave and 1 Musician 
and 1 private with gratuity. 3 Subedars, 1 Havaldar, 2 Naiks, 1 
T. L. Naik, 2 privates and 2 Alusicians were pensioned during the 
year under report and 2 died. At the close of the year the strength 
including the British Officer was 530, of which 1 was a European 
Commissioned Officer, 12 Indian Commissioned Officers, and 105 
Indian Non-commissioned Officers *and 412 fighting men. 


Musketry. 


13. The annual musketry course of the Regiment was carried 
out on the lines of table “R” as laid down for tha 
Regular Indian Infantry with certain modifications 

made necessary by the lack of funds for the purpose of ammunition. 

14. The training of the Co*rps was carried out in accordance 
Training. Avith Infantry Training 1926. 

15. Platoon, Company and Battalion training in the field and 
.section battle practices were carried out. Great importance was 
attached to individital training of all ranks. 

16. Siganalliug was carried out in accordance with Army 
vSignalling Regulations of the India Army. A signalling station 

was maintained at Panhala during the sojourn of His 
Highness the Chhatrapati Maharajasaheb and during 

the Resident’s rcccs.s. There Avcrc 27 signallers under instructiou 
during the year and 3 signalling instructors.

17. The health of the Regfiment was very good. Timely pre- 
He-tUit cautious were taken lor the prevention of the epideniic 
of Cholera which broke out to small extetit in the 
Kolhainir City in November 1930 


18. A party of 2 Indian Officers and 58 other ranks was sent 
to Bhcdasgaon for dut}- from 4th to 7th September 1930 in connection 
with the disturbances at Bilash i. A party of 2 Indian Officers and 
54 other Ranks was sent for duty at Ambewadi from 4th to 6th 
November 1930 and a part 3 ’ of 1 Indian Officer and 23 other Ranks, 
for duty at Madhavpur-Vadgaoii from 5th November 1930 to 3rd 
February’’ 1931 in connection with the disturbances in the Kurund- 
wad Senior and Ktirundwad Junior States. As the State Force is 

Spechi Duty iweaiit for internal security, ordinarily there was no 
occasion to send this force to the Kurundwad State. 
But on account of the political situation which had growui in dimen- 
sion, His Highness the Maharajasaheb at the request of the Resident 
allowed the despatch of the force to the latter place.

19. The annual expenditure came to Rs. 1,49,294 as against 
CostofCoips. 1,47,762 of the last year. 


20. His Excellency Field ^Marshal Sir William Birdwood, Bart., 
G. C. B., G. C. S. I., G. C. M. G., C. I. E., D. S. O., Commander-in-Chief 
in India, inspected the Regiment and the Regimental 
Lines on the 9th August 1930. Remarks on the inspc- 
tion were as under.

“ It has given me a great pleasure to have been able to in- 
spect the Kolhapur Infantry today.

22. The total strength of the Police force during the 3’ear was 

^ 1,160 against 1,140 of the last year. The total expen- 
diture came to Rs. 2,09,518 again.st Rs. 2,13,429 of 
the last 3’ear. The annual average cost per head came to Rs. 180 
against 187 in the previous 3'^ear. One Police on an average guards 
825 souls of the population and 277 .sqtiare miles of the area. The 
Police force of the State proper was 807 maintained at a cost of 
Rs. 1,59,236.

27. In order to improve the health of the force, games like 
iieaiOi and Parad.-. Cricket atul P'oot-ball are introduced and daily parade 
is taken on the Head Quarters ground. 
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28. There were 505 o£Eeiiccs reported to the Police during the 

workitiK of thf number of 

Police, persons arrested by the Police rose from 556 to 629. 

During the year 630 persons were sent for trial before Magistrates, 
Including 401 persons awaiting trial at the beginning of the year, 
there were 1,031 persons for trial before Magistrates. Of these, 237 
•were acquitted or discharged, 240 were convicted, 6 died and 548 
remained awaiting trial at the close of the 3 'ear. 

29. In the Kolhapur CitA' a tendencj* towards disobedience of 
lawful authority was for some time manifest in a few irresponsible 
persons who insisted on passing through public ways w'ith flags. The 
Police and C. I. D. had to work hard day and night to keep Bando- 
bast and to check this movement. 

30. The value of property* stolen fell from Rs. 66,68-1 to Rs. 

Property stolen 33,270 and also that ohpropert 3 ' recovered, from Rs. 

and recovered. Rs. 11,172. The percentage of recovered

3. Criminal 'Tribes Settlement. 

31. Mang Gaiudies out of Criminal tribes registered under the 
Criminal Tribes Act have been settled in the Criminal Tribes Settle- 
ment, Kolhapflr and fbr them the Paddock Buildings have been given 
by Hiizur Order and for the management of the Settlement one Police 
Inspector, two Naiks and 6 constables and out clerk have been 
appointed. The Settlement commenced its work from the 1st 
January 1929. A school is attached to the Settlement to give lessons 
in reading and writing to the boys and girls of the Criminal Tribes 
kept there.

32. The Department was under the direction and control of 
the Diwan in the capacity of the Inspector General of prisons. Dr. 
D. R. Dhanawade, Darbar Surgeon and Chief Medical Officer remain- 
ed in charge of the Central Jail Department as the Jail Superin- 
tendent throughout the year. 
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33. The luiiuber of Jails and J.dck-wps continued to 1)e the same 
as in the last year viz. one Central Jail and 20 Lock-ups in the 
district. 


34. The number of convicts at the end of the last 3’ear was 317 
Cojiviits during the 5'ear under report there were 345 

admissions, making the total of 662 against 701 of the 
last 3'ear. The number of convicts at the end; of the 3'ear under 
report was 302 as against 315 of the previous 3’ear. 


35. Including 84 under-trial Iversons of the last 3’ear, the

Chapter VI 


AGRICULTURE- 
Eastern Division. 

1. The Deparluieiit of Agriculture was under the control of the 
Diwan from 7-6-30 to 30-11-30 and under the control of the Home 
Minister from 1-12-30 to 6-6-31 as the Director of Agriculture. 

2. Mr. G. L. Patil continued to be as Inspector of Agriculture 
of Eastern Division which consists of four Talukas and 2 Mahals. 

3. His work was divided into three main heads mentioned 
below; — 


I. Demonstration Farm.^ 

II. Agricultural Propaganda. 

III. Agricultural Education. 

1. Demonstration Farms. 

4. There are two farms under him. One iS located at Kolhapur 
called the Museum Farm and the other at Shirol which is kept at 
the disposal of the Bias Agricultural class there. 

(1) Museum Farm. 

5. The main work on the Museum Farm was in connactiou with 
the tests of more prohtable 3neld of sugar-cane, rice, cotton, jowar, 
and wheat and uianurial trials on rice, jowar, grouif^-nut and 
chillies with a view to point out to the farmers in general the effects 
of different artificial manures on those crops and to show them 
wihch manures fertilise these croxjs. With a view to impart practical 
instructions to the farmers, the English vegetables such as different 
varieties of cabbage, cauliflower, Knolkbol and Vienna which pay 
much as these vegetables have got readj' market in the Kolhapur 
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city, were sown on the Mitsenni Farm. To give a clear insight into 
the methods of planting and aftercare of fruit trees, pruning grapes 
and exposing roots of Musuanibis and Santra plants for taking deli- 
cious Bahars, different fruit trees such as Musambis, Sautras, Kagadi 
lemons, Pomegranates, chikus, grapes, Plaintains and Guavas are sown 
on this farm. 

( 2 ) Shirol Farm. 

6. The Shirol Farm, whicli was in the beginning meant for dry 
farming, has been now devoted io cultivating both the dry as well as 
irrigated crops. 


7. The principal work on this farm was in connection with the 
tests of more profitable yield of cotton and tobacco. The dry crops 
cultivated on this farm were cotton ( Dhulli No. 1. Gadag No. 1 and 
Jayavant ), tobacco ( Surti and Paudharpuri ), chillies and Spanish 
peanut. The wet crops consist of raising turmeric, potatoes, onions, 
cabbages and pus.sa No. 4 wheat. To this cropping scheme, fruit 
culture court has been recentlj’ added.

11. Agricultural Propaganda. 

8. The farmers were advised to spend considerable time in 
selecting good seed for raising bumper crops. The3' Avere supplied 

, , with seeds of 100 iybs. of rice varieties Mugad and

10. There were 50 demonstration plots of staple crops such as 
i>cmon»tratioti sugar caiie, rice, wheat, cotton and Jowar on farmers 
plots. under care and guidance of the agricultural 

Department. The fanners of these plots were couvinced of the facts 
of good harvests of the crops. 
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11. The farmers were advised to plant fruit trees. Grafts of 
rmit cnituro. Various fruit-trees were ordered and supplied to the 
farmers. 


12. The information of the crop pests and deceases and their 

' remedies was given to the cultivators. 

3. Agricultural Education. 

13. The School is attached to the Museum Farm. There were 
18 students on the roll of whom 9 were in the 1st year and 9 in the 
vShrivShahu A^ri- 2nd year. In the annual examination 8 have passed 
cuiuirai School. fj-Q^ gj-gj- ygg^j. vvhile ouc failed in the 2ud year. 

The first ten boys who are successful in the Entrance Examination 
are awarded with scholarship of Rs. lU P. M. each. Besides there 
were ten more scholarships for the boys of the 2nd year. 

14. To train these boys in scientific farming, instructions both 
practical and theoretical on Agricultlire, Botany, Horticulture, Ento- 
mology, Veterinary, Dairy, Poultry and»Land Surveying are imparted 
to them by the teaching staff whfch consists of two agricultural 
graduates and one field-man ^lud they are taught the ginning and 
spinning of cotton, carpentry and lacquor work. 

15. 1 he receipts from the farms were Rs. 1,014 and the expen- 
diture incurred on tlie establishment of the Agri. Inspector, Museum 
Farm, Shri Shahu Agricultural School, Shirol P'arm, Bias Agri. 
class at Shirol, Museum etc. came to Rs. 9,696. 

Western Division. 

16. Mr. S. R. Mohite b. Ag. held the charge of the (Office of the 
Inspector of Agriculture W. D. throughout the year. He was on tour 
for 132 days in 45 villages of his division and gave repeated visits to 
Radhauagari and Pungaon villages for the inspection of the Agri- 
cultural bias class at Radhauagari and erection of the steam engine 
power puminug Plant for irrigation at Pungaon. The Western 
Division consists of three Talukas and one Mahal. 
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17. His work was snmmarised under the following heads: — 

1. Agricultural Service. 

2. Agricultural Propaganda. 

3. Agricultural education. 

1. Agricultural Service. 

Radhanaoaui Pakm. 

18. The main work at the Radhanagari farm and nursery 
which is situated at Radhauagari near the Taluka Office, 29 miles 
away from Kolhapur City is to suppl}'^ pure seed of rice Kolamba 
42, Nagali improved strains of Nos. 62 and 82, Vegetables and fruit 
plants to the cultivators and to train the sons of the agriculturists in 
fruit culture and modern improved methods. Demonstrations are 
being arranged on the farm to show the cultivators the effect of 
manures. 


2. Agricultural Propaganda. 


19. Eight niaunds of Koluiuba 42 rice straiu were distributed 
among the cultivators. 

20. Hundred and fifty packets of copper sulphate were distri- 
buted in Panliala Taluka and Shahuwadi Mahal and its use was 
demonstrated to cultivators. 

21 \ The use of the Ammonium Sulphate manure to rice crop 
in two doses of 20 Lbs. Nitrogen one at the time of transplanting, 
the other at the time of tilling proved successful at Tarale and the 
use of Ammonium Sulphate as Rab substitute was demonstrated in 
fourteen villages. 

22. The use of Brix sacromeler to test the sugar contents in 
cane crop, the centigrade thermometer to test the temperature of the 
cane juice in the boiling pan and the modified improved single Poona 
furnace with a view to save one half the quantit}* of fuel was demon- 
strated to cultivators. 
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23. Klcuieiitary iiiforinatioii on Agriculture iii general vras 
given to the students of the Vernacular school in 41 villages. 

24. The importance of the improved implements and machinery 
wa.s shown and demonstrated to the cultivators. 

25. Information about the econoni}' in the expenditure of sugar- 
cane crop was given to the cultivators on the field itself. 

26. In order to give wide publicity to the improved methods of 
farming and to train the ciiltivators in scientific agriculture, leaflets 
printed in Marathi were di.stributcd among cultivators. 

27. Agricultural books, bulletins and magazines have been 
kept in I lie office for the use of the cultivators and abcnit 75 culti- 
vators have taken adAanlagc of this. 

3. Agricultural Education. 

28. All Agricultural Bias Classopeued at Radhanagari com- 
pleted its 2nd year. There were 2 stiiclents in the Ist j'ear class and 2 
students in the 2nd year class. , All these four students have passed 
in the annual examination. The students were taught some lessons 
ill cariientiy and smithy. 'rhe5’^ were taken (Jn tour to show the 
Irwin Agricultural Museum and Museum Farm at Kolhapur and a 
sugarcane farm at Yamage in Kagal Sr. laliagir. 

29. The expenditure of the Agricultural Western Division. 
Department came to Rs. 4,475. 

2. The Irwin Agricultural iVLuseum. ,v- 

30. The Irwin Agricultural Museum opened b^' His Excellency 
the Viceroy and Governor General of India in 1929, is now open to 
the public. People particularly interested in Agriculture paid visits 
to this Museum and saw the various exhibits arranged therein. It is 
gratifj’ing to note that the people outside the State paid visits to 
the Museum.

31. Tlii.s Museum has been iiiipartiuff lessons to the visitors on 
(1) the utility of various Farm Implements and Machinery & Dairy 
appliances, (2) Field products grown in the Kolhapur State, (3) Crop 
pests and diseases with their methods of control (4) grading farm 
products with a view for marketing the grain to command better 
prices, (5) various kinds of soils and rocks, (6) the possibilities of 
developing various cottage industries, (7) the utility of timber grown 
in the Kolhapur State.

Li this connection it uiaj' be noted that the publications on 
‘•Shilalekha” and "Tarabrapat” b 3 ' Prof. K. G. Ktindangar Seeretar 3 ’ 
of this Section, were appreciated in Western Countries from point 
of reference. This section was further being equipped with old coins 
of South and North Indian kings received from Musexuns outside the 
State. 

3. King Edward Agricultural Institution.

H. H. the late Shahu Chhati^ipati Maharaja of Kolhapur in memory 

lUitorv Majest 3 ’ the late King Emperor, Edward VII, 

in the 3 ’ear 1911 pur&l 3 ' for the benefit of the farmers 

of the State.

33. The Institute owns. Tractors, Boring Machines, Water 
finder Machine, Iron ploughs, aiid other agricultural implements, 
the use of which is given to the farmers of the State. It also supplies 
guaranteed Fertilisers to the Rayats and offers seeds. Seedlings and 
grafts, to them at concession rates. The Institute gives Scholarships 

to the sons of the farmers of the State so as to enable them to receive 
educatioivjn agriculture and in the use of agricultural machiner 3 ’. 

34. Raob. R. P. Sawaut h. a., ij,. b., Bar-at-Law., Ag. Home 
Minister worked as President of the Institute from December 1930 
in place of Raob. A. B. Achrekar m. a., ij.. b., whilst Mr. S. S. 
Phatarpekar b. a., b. Sc., Registrar, Co-operative Societies continued 
to work as the Hon. Secretary. Mr. P. B. Nadkarni continued to 
work as the Organiser of the Institute. 
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35. The work clone by the Tractor during the cotirs^c <jf the 
.. year wa.s 170 acres. A.s there was an enornions fall 

in the prices of the agricultural produce, the fanners 
did not make the fullest use of this machine. They generally make 
use of this machine for bringing under cultivation fallow lands and 
for the eradication of weeds. 


36. The work of the lioring machine commenced rather late 
owing to the illness of the Boring Mechanic, but inspite of that, 8

Wiiic-r fiiMiii Water-finder machine, and it has given good results

frotn the farmers’ point of view and jt is hoped that they will take 
the proper help of this useful machine.

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41. The Institute owncs a small Library with lx)oks mainly 
library. dealing with agriculture and allied subjects. The 

>x)oks are issued free of any fees to interested farmers. 

4. Co-operations. 

42. The Department of the Registrar Co-operative Societies 
was under the control of the Diwan from 7-6-30 to 30-11-30 and 
under control of the Home Minister from 1-12-30 to 6-6-31. 

43. Mr. S. S. Phatarpekar b. sc., b. a. continued to work as the 
Registrar Co-operative Societies throughout the year. Mr. B. D. 
Kagale worked as Auditor, Co-operative Societies and Mr. V. C. 
Gune b. a., as Arbitrator of the Co-operative Societies. Me.ssrs. R. 
K. Bhosale and L. B. Kambale worked as Honorary Organisers ver3' 
satisfactoriL’. The third Hon. Orgapiser Mr. R. N. Rajaduye has 
now taken wider responsibilities on him and is also working as a 
Sec retar j' of the Bombay Provincial Co-operative Bank Ltd. Bombaj’. 

44. Raosaheb Bhosale, tlfe Educational Officer is ever alert to 
help the cause of Co-operation. During the year he was the Organiser 
of the Kolhapur Central Co-oi^erative Stores which, it is believed, 
w'ill fulfill the needs of the middle class men in the city. He was the 
Pre.sideut of the Servants’ Societj' -which has made a very good pro- 
gress during the course of the year. • 

45. ’’ . Raosaheb D. B. Mali b. a., ix. b. the Survej^ and Settlement 
Officer was during the year under reix)rt the President of the Urban 
Co-operative Society Ltd. being one of the leading societies in the 
Kolhapur State and he satisfactoriL^ did the work in the Urban Co- 
operative Senuety Ltd. 

46. The year commenced with 75 Co-operative Societies and 2 
Tahika Development As.sociations and 18 new Societies were register- 
ed during the year, thus making 93 Co-operative Societies and 2 
Taluka Development Associations. Of these, 4 Societies were can- 
celled and one Society was amalgamated with another society, tints 
leaving 82 Resource Societies (66 Agricultural credit, 2 Agricultural 
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Non-credit, 14 Non-agricultural Urban), 4 Consumers Societies and 
2 Taluka Dev'elopment Associations at tbe close of the 3’ear. Of 
these 88 Societies and Associations, 29 were in the Karveer Taluka, 
20 in the Hatkanangale Taluka, 19 in the Shirol Taluka, 8 in 
Panhala Taluka, 3 in the Radhauagari Taluka, 1 in the Bhudargad 
Taluka, 2 in the Shahuwadi Mahal and one in the Katkol Mahal. 

A 7. The rivers in the Kolhapur State Are comparatively very 
shallow and advantage of this exceptional situation can easily be 
taken by the farmers by co-operating together and starting irrigation 
Societies. As an experiment in this line an Irrigation Society, the 
Panchaganga Irrigation Co-operative Society Ltd. has been very 
recently started at Bavada near Kolhapur, and its success and pro- 
gress is keenly watched by the neighbouring farmers. This is the 
first society of its kind in this part of the Presidency. It will serve as 
a guidance to the farmers on eitjier sides of the rivers.

1. “Shri Sliahu Clihatrapati Spinning & Weaving Mills” own- 
ed hj’ the State were under the control of Rao Bahadiir D. M. Bhosle, 
Chief Secretaiy to His Highness and Raosaheh T. Y. Raje Bhosale, 
B. A., worked as Manager throughout the year. 


2. The Mills were worked by .steam Engine of 550 I. H. P. They 
. . remained open throughout the t'car. The 3 ' have

16,358 spindles (including 416 Mules and 182 Doubling) 
which turned out 3,000 bales of yarn of finer counts, each bale 
being of 400 Lbs. 


3. Waste plant worked throughout the j'ear. It- turned out 200 
, , , bales out of which 45 were of 6 s, and the remaining.

of 3 s., each bale being of 400 Lbs. Besides this, it 
turned out warp 3,40(i Lbs. and wcf^ 1(1,000 Llis. 


4. The Mills have 117 lopnis which turned out 6,08,000 Lbs. of 
cloth, such as, long cloth, Khadi, Drills, Twills, 
Bed— sheets, Dhottie,s (Dabhan Ktlli, Chawali, Panchas, 
Plain, fine Iwrdered and fanc3' )i Shirtings, Towebs, Patalas, fanty 
Chuddars, Miisliiisp Coatings, Linings, vSateranjis, Canvas etc. 


5. The 3 ’aru has got its own reputation and nothing need be 
said about it and the cloth also is gaining popularit 3 '. There is much 
demand for it from distant places and unknown quarters. The Mills 
used to .spin 30 .s.. This attempt was siicce.s.sfiil and nou;- there are 
fine Dhotis of 40 s. X 40 s. as well as Patals, Malinals and Phetas 
read 3 ' for sale. 

6. Almost all the new Frames were erected. It was found that 
the old erection was not economical. 16 old P'rames in the Frame 

Department besides those mentioned la.st year and 2 

:Madiiiieiy. * . ' . i 

in the Ring Frame Department were interchanged 
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which work w’as equal to so man3' frames newlj'^ erected. It is hoped 
that replacement will be complete within a year or so. Alongf with 
the increase and alterations in the Machinerj’ there were correspond- 
ing extensions and alterations in the buildings. 

7. The two old Boilers arc working from the beginning t)f the 
Mills and thej’ cannot be put to more presstire now. The erection of 
one new Boiler ordered in 1923 began in the latter half of the 3’ear 

. . 1925 and was completed b3' the end of December 1927. 

A similar new Boiler ordered in 1928 arrived in the 
month of Ma3’ 1930 and its erection was completed b5’ the end of the 
Decembr 1930. At the time of la.st ginning season two new Boilers 
were made to work in order that the engine might sustain increased 
load quite easil3\ 

8. The 3’ears 1928 and 1929 were not good for trade. But the 

1 ‘rofit year 1930 was the worst possible 3’^ear since 1906. The 

cotton market was comparativel3' higher at the 
purchasing season and became lower afterwards till the month of 
December 1930. It lowered upto Rs. 168 as against R.s. 433 of Jul3' 
1929. As the 3'ear saw the worst of slump, almost all Mills similarh’ 
situated suffered heav3' losses. But Shri Shahit Chhatrapati Spinning 
and Weaving Mills .suffered no loss, on the other hand there was a 
pro’ll of Rs, 4,000. 

9^* There are five private-owned oil mills at Shahupuri working 
throughout 3'ear. One is worked 1)3’ electric power and the others 1)5’ 
steam power. The5’ also do the work of ground-nut crushing. 

10. There are 18 ginning factories, one at Shahupuri, three at 
Gadhinglaj, ( with ground-nut crushing work ), four at Jayasingpur, 
one at Chinchali, four at Vadgaon and four at Ichalkaranji, all 
working for the four months of the cotton sea.son onl3’. 

11. There are 33 grinding and pounding mills. 18 arc worked 
by oil engines and 15 1)5’ electricit3'. 

12. There are 12 groundnut crushing mills, 5 at Shahupuri, 6 
at Gadhiuglaj and one at Shirol, working for 4 mouths in a year. 
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13. There is one Hleetric Power House which supplies Electric 
eiierjiy to the Kolhapur City. 

14. There are three foundries, 2 at Shirol and one at Gad- 
hiuglaj working for about 7 months by oil engines. 

15. There are three Cinema Films Producing Companies called 
(1) Maharashtra Film Co. (2) Prabhat Film Co. and (3) The 
Univer.sity Arts Federation Film Co. working for the whole year. 

16. There is one Ice Factory called Maharaja Ice Factory. 

17. There are two Work-shops of fitting work at Shahupuri. 

18. There are two Work-shops for building ferry-boats and 
making furniture in the City. 

There are 12 work— shops for repairs of Motors and l^uilding 
motor lx)dies. 

2. Kolhapur State Railway. 

19. The total mileage of Railway owned by the State and 
worked under the management of the ^^ladras and Southern Maratha 
Railway Company Limited was 29*2^ ( single line ) and 1'89 (sidings) 
and the capital outlay was Rs. 23,58,766. During the year ending 
31st March 1931, the Gross Karnings of the Kolhapur State Railway 
came to Rs. 5,10,706 against Rs. 5,37,678 of the previous year and the 
Expenditure amounted to Rs. 2,86,115 against Rs. 2,80,832 of the 
last year. The net profits, therefore during the year ending 31st 
March 1931 fell from Rs. 2,56,846 to Rs. 2,24,591. The percentage of 
net profits on the capital outlay was 9*52. 

20. The total number of passaugers during the year ending 
3lst March 1931 was 6,55,606 of whom 313 travelled by F,irst Class, 
8,030 by Second Class, 2,405 by Intermediate Class and *6,44,858 by 
Third Class. The corresponding figures of the previous year were 
505, 13,371, 4,422, 8,25,241 respectively. The coaching earnings 
fell from Rs. 2,98,372 to Rs. 2,58,485. The total amount of goods 
lifted throughout the year was 1,12,664 tons against 1,03,769 lows in 
the previous year and the ton-miles rose from 29,06,992 to 32,35,257 
and the amount of goods earnings from Rs. 2,36,904 to Rs. 2,49,939.

1. The Department of Excise was under the control of the 
Diwan. Raosaheb M. S. Hakim was in charge of the Department 
from 1-4-30 to 15-10-30 and from 29-3-31 to 31-3-31 as the Excise 
Commissioner and Raosaheb K. B. Hakim n. A. was in charge of the 
Department as Ag. Excise Commissioner from 16-10-30 to 28-3-31 . 

2. The principal sources of Excise Revenue in the Kolhapur 
State including the Feudatory Jahagirs include taxes upon (o) the 
manufacture and sale of coiuitry li<^uor; (/>) the manufacture and 
sale of Tody and Shindi; (/) the sale of licptor imported from foreign 
countries; (i/) the manufacture and sale of Ganja and (r) the sale of 
Opium. 

1, Country Liquor. 

3. The year under report began with a balance of 8,814 Gallons 

in hand from the previous year and 66,195 Gallons 

Ij’tjllOl, 

distilled HRainst 75,527 Gallons of the last year, thus 
making the total of 75,039 Gallons. Out of the.se, 56,615 Gallons 
against 66,459 Gallons were issued to the shops of the Kolhapur State 
proper, 9,480 Gallons against 11,150 Gallons to the Feudatory 
Jahagirs and 11 Gallons were ussed for redistillatiou, thus leaving a 
balance of 8,933 Gallons in stock at the close of the year.,^. The total 
consumption in the Kolhapur State was 66,095 Gallons against 77,609 
Gallons of the preceeding year. 

4. The number of .shops put to auction was 145 again.st 146 of

Expenses incurred on the 
Medical institutions except the above mentioned three Hospitals are 
borne by the Ilakha Pancha3’5t.

3. The Educational Institutions in the .State including those in 
the Eeudatorv Jaliagirs comprise of one College, 11 High Schools of 
which two are Girls’ High Schools, 22 A. V. Schools, 5 ^Middle 
.Schools, 733 Primaiw' Schools and 9 Institutions for imparting 
Te hnical and Religious Pvducation. 

4. During the 3 ’ear under report the total number of Educational 

Institutions rose from 755 to 781 and that of students attending them 
rose from 43,050 to 45,045. ( Vide App. 22 ). All the institutions 

of Primar 3 ' and Sccondar 3 ' ICdiication excepting those in the five 
P'euilatory Jahaglrs vi-. Vishalgad, Davada, Kagal (Senior ), Kapshi 
and Ichalkaranji whose educational affairs are managed by the res- 
pective Jaliagirs, were under the supervision of the Educational 
Inspector, Kolhapur. The Principal of the Rajaram College is the 
Insiieitor of .Sccondar 3 ' Education in the State.

24. On the report of the Universit 3 ' Science Commission which 
visited the College during the year, the College has been affiliated 
for B. Sc. for one 3 ’ear only and for Inter Sc. for four 3 ’ears more. 

25. 21 students were sent up for the Universit 3 ' I. Sc. Hxami- 

Chemistn- nation among whom 19 passed in theory and 19 
Departiiu'iit. practicals. A[an 3 ’' obtained first class marks in 

chemistry. 

26. 1 1 B. Sc. students took np Chemistr 3 ^, out of w^hom ten were 
for principal and one for subbidiar 3 ’ Chemistry. 

27. The Laboratories arc equipped for the B. Sc. work quite to 
the satisfaction of the Univer.sit 3 '. 

28. Out of 5 students sent up for the I. Sc. University Exami- 
niaioKv nation, 2 passed in Biology but failed in Physics and 

nepartiiieiit. Other 3 failed in all the three subjects. In the 
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B. Sc. cla.s.s, only one student studied till the end of the 2nd term 
after which he left studies. 

29. The Town Hall and Tyakshniipuri gaiden.s supplied the 
plant material for practical work for Botany course. 

3U. The apparatus of the latest design worth Rs. S,00U was add- 
rhysics ed to the Laboratory. As the department stood in 
Ucpiirtiucnt. g^eat need of a large gas plant it has been ordered 

from Germany. 

31. The College provided games in cricket, tennis, foot-ball. 
Sports, Games and eycle polo, Lathi, piiigpoiig, boating and carrom. A 

other activities, number of local and foreign matches in cricket 

and foot-ball were played and the cricket and cycle polo tournaments 
were held during the year. In addition to the out-door games other 
activities of the College Gymkhana were extension lectures, sectional 
Associations such as Literary Association, Historic and Economic 
Association, Karnatic students Association, philosophy circle for 
creating amongst the students love of their subject and three issues 
of the College Magazine named Rajaramian. Sectional Associations 
and Philosophy circle worked satisfactorily and exercised a whole- 
some influence on students. 

32. The total receipts including fees, fines etc. were Rs. 35,207

The total annual cost of education per scholar was Rs. 145 against

3. Secondary Education in the Kolhapur State. 

High Schools. 

33. The Shahu Dayanand Free High School was affiliated to 
the University this year. No fees are charged either in the primary 
classes upto 7th standard, or in the Secondary classes upto the 
Matriculation class in this school. Poor students of all classes are 
admitted here. 
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34. During the year under report, there were 11 High Schools 
in the State. Of these, 9 were located in the Kolhapur City and 2, 
in the Feudatory Jahagirs. Of these 11 High Schools, 2 w'ere the 
Kolhapur Government High schools named the Rajaram High School 
for boys and the Maharani Lakshmibai High School for girls, 2 the 
Feudatory Jahagir High Schools, 5 aided High Schools and 2 unaided 
High Schools of which one is a Girls’ High School.

5. Primary Education. 

CONTROI. AND MANAGEMRNT Ol.' SCHOOLS. 

49. Since the inauguration of the llakha Pancha 3 ^at in 1927, 
all the Primary Schools and A. V. Schools in the State Proper 
excepting the Schools in the City of Kolhapur and the Bo 3 's’ Verna- 
cular School at Gadhinglaj, are under the direct control and manage- 
ment of the School Board of the llakha Panchayat. The Schools in 
the Kolhapur City are managed by the Kolhapur Government and 
are under direct supervision of the Educational Inspector of the State. 
The schools in the 5 Feudatory Jahagirs and the Bo 3 ’s’ Vernacular 
School at Gadhinglaj are respectively managed by the Jahagirs and 
the Local Municipality there. 

50. During the 3 '^ear under rejwrt, 50 schools were managed by 
the Kolhapur Government, 584 by llakha Panchayat, 120 b 3 ’^ 
Feudatory Jahagirs and 1 by the Local Municipality of Gadhinglaj. 
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2. A. V. Schools. 

51. The number of A. V. Sc-hools n’as the same as in the last 
year p/b. 22 and that of students attending them rose from 615 to 622. 
Out of these schools, one was a A. V. School for girls in which the 
number of girl students was 88 against 73 of the last 3’ear. Of these 
22 schools, 5 were managed by the Kolhapur Government, 13 65' 
the Ilakha Panchayat, and the remaining four by the Feudatory 
Jahagirs. The cost of maintaining these schools amounted to 
Rs. 12,906 and that of educating each student came to Rs. 20’4. 

3. Primary Schools for Boys. 

52. The number of schools rose from 643 to 666 and that of 
students, from 35,598 to 38,030 of which 1,191 were girl students. 
Of 666 schools, 36 were managed by the Kolhapur Government, 520 
b3' the Ilakha Pancha3'at, 109 by the Feudatory Jahagirs and 1 by the 
Local Municipalit3' of Gadhinglaj. The expenditure incurred in con- 
nection with all these schools came to Rs. 2,45,158 against Rs. 2,66,119 
of the last 3’ear. The average cost of ediication per student came to 
Rs. 6-8. 


4. Primary Schools for Girls. 

53. The number of schools rose fi’om 64 to 67 and that of girl 
students from 2,717 to 2,920. Of these schools, 9 were managed b3’ 
the Kolhapur Government, 51 b3' the Ilakha Pancha3’at and 7 by 
Feudatory Jahagirs. The cost of maintaining these schools came to 
Rs, 25,258 against Rs. 24,522 and that of educating each girl student 
was the same as in the la.st year inz. Rs. 9.4. 

5. Teachers. 

51. The number of teachers in *the Primary Schools during 
the 3'car was 1,251. Of these 1,194 were males and 57 femals. Of 
these, 278 were trained, 685 were qualified and the remaining 288 
were unqualified. It is gralif3’ing to note that the number of trained 
is da3’ b3’ da3f increasing. 
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6. The Shift System. 

55. The Shift S 3 'steni introduced by the Ilakha Paucha 3 ^al 
proved to be ver 3 ’ useful iu as much as it tends to econom 3 ’ and con- 
centration of work on the part of teachers. Besides, this system 
enables the farmers’ childern to attend the School without in any 
wa 3 ’ hampering their farm-work. 

7. Night Schools. 

56. The number of Night Schools during the year rose from 8 
to 13 and that of students attending these schools from 161 to 368. 
Of these 13 Night Schools, 2 were managed by the Government, 10 
b 3 ' Ilakha Pauchayat and 1 by Ichalkaranji Jahagir. 

8. V. F. Examination for Boys. 

57. At the V. F. Examination* for Boys held at the Kolhapur 
Centre during the y’car under report 12,22 candidates again.st 1,248 
presented themselves for the Examination. Out of this number onl 3 ’ 
223 candidates against 245 pas.sed under all heads. The percentage 
of passing candidates was 18.25. ' The standard of the knowledge -of 
grammar and Marathi language was found to be ver 3 Mow as before. 
The percentage of failures among the candidates appearing privatel3' 
was found to be greater than that among the students appearing from 
the registered schools. The reason at the bottom of this evil is want 
of regulations disallowing unfit candidates appearing for the said 
exa^nuination. 

9. V. F. Examination for Qirls. 

58. During the 3 'ear under report 31 candidates against 27 
sought adniission for the V. F. PJxamination for Girls held at the 
Kolhapur Centre. Out of these, 6 candidates against 12 came out 
successful. 


10. Physical Education. 

59. Great attention was being paid to the Ph 3 'sical development 
of students and the exercise of Namaskars was made compulsory. A 
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sum of Rs. 115 is spent every 5 'ear for distributing prizes in the 
annual touruauieuts held at Kolhapur. 

1 1 . Depressed Class Students. 

60. Special attention is being paid to the education of this class. 
The students of this class are allowed to mix freely with the students 
of other classes and no separate schools have to be maintained for 
them except in the Jahagir of Kapshi. One of the Deputy Inspectors 
in this department belongs to this class and depressed class students 
are admitted to the Training College every 5 ^ear. There were two 
Boarding Houses for this class in the Kolhapur City and a handsome 
sum is given every year as a grant by the Kolhapur Government. 

6- SPECIAL SCHOOLS, 

1. J. Q. Technical School. 

61. During the year under report the number of students 
attending this school was 45 as against 43 of the last j'ear. Students in 
this school are taught in smithy and carpentr}'. A drawing class is 
also attached. The school wa:^ maintained at a cost of Rs. 4,250 as 
against Rs. 5,695 of the last j'ear and the cost of educating each 
student came to Rs. 96'59. Of Rs. 4,250, 1,005 were spent on award- 
ing scholarships and stipends. 

2 Training College. 

62. This is an Institution which prepares trained teachers for 
the Vernacular Schools. The number of teachers receiving education 
during the year fell from 71 to 69. The college is well staffed. The 
students in this College are taught agriculture with a view to giving 
an agricultural bia.s to Village schools. The expenditure incurred in 
connection with this College came to Rs. 8,412 against Rs. 8,493. 
The average cost of education per head amounted to Rs. 135*6. The 
expenses were borne by the Ilakha Pauchaj'at. 
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d. Vaidic Schools 

63. The State has been conducting a Vaidic School, the object 
of which is to give religions training to the backward classes. vStndents 
are trained in the Hindn Ritnals and have actually been doing good 
work as priests. The school is located in the City of Kolhapnr and 
is w’holly financed bj' the Kolhapnr Government. The school has 
been .sending ont trained men able to preach to the masses. Subjects 
taught in the school are San.skrit, Veda, Astrolog 3 ', Shatras etc. The 
number of students was the .same as in the last \’ear viz. 40. The 
expenditure incurred in this connection came to Rs. 5,500. 

4. Arabic School. 

64. The Arabic School provides for the religions education of 
Mahomedan students. During this year the number of students 
attending this school was 59 against 50 and the expenditure incurred 
in maintaining it came to R.s. 171. 

5. Patil Talati Class. 

65. In the Patil Talati Class conducted bj’ the Ilakha Pan- 
chayat for giving instructions in revenue accounls etc. the uumber of 
students fell from 9 to 4 during the year and the expenditure incurr- 
ed in conducting this class came to Rs. 564 against Rs. 598 of the last 
year. 


6. STATE SCHOLARSHIPS. 

66. The Government spends ever 3 ’ year a considerable amount 
of money in awarding s<‘holarships to poor & deserving students. The 
students receiving these scholarships read in various Colleges and 
High Schools. The total expenditure incurred on this account 
during the year was Rs. 21,194 against Rs. 22,345 of the last year. 

7. O’BRIEN TECHNICAL SCHOOL. 

67. This school was founded in 1928 in memor 5 ' of the associa- 
tion of Col. E. O’Brien, the late Resident at Kolhapur, Avilh the Stale. 
The building has cost in all parts a lac of rupees. The total equip- 
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nient cx)st of the Department is over fifty thousand. The chief pur* 
pose is to impart upto date Techaiiical and Industrial Education to 
studeuts of High Schools and College and to provide compulsory 
manual training for certain classes in the High Schools. 

68. Raosaheb D. R. Mahadik d. k. K. worked as the Superin- 
tendent of the Institute throughout the year. He was assisted in 
his work by a large and well qualifie.l staff. 

69. The following table shows the various branches and the

70. During the year under report, the total expenditure came 
to Rs. 12,724 of which. Rs. 10,841 were spent on establishment 
charges, Rs. 983 in purchasing machinery and Rs. 900 Ei purchas- 
ing Electro Plating Machine. 

8. Scouting. 

71. The loft5' ideals inculcate! bp’ .scout movement are steadily 
spreading. Public opinion in almost all quarters has teen favour- 
ably impressed by the activities of the State Scout Association and 
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the Groups named Netaji Palkar, Abhimanyu, Shri Shivaji Shishu- 
veer and Second Rajaraui and the movement has succeeded to a cer- 
tain extent in bringing a new and brighter element into the village 
life and in inspiring confidence among the villagers. The scouts 
rendered very useful service on the occasions when their service 
were requisitioned. They also carried some village uplift work. 

72. The number of village scouts and scout-masters was 765 
and that in the Kolhapur City, 555. It is happy to note that the 
number of scouts is increasing in villages. 

73. His Highness is the Chief Scout of the Stale. 

74. There were training camps and rallies during the year. 

75. The Chhatrapati Scout Magazine is published with the 
view to educate boys in ideals of self-sacrifice, good citizenship, 
loyalty to His Highness and duty to mother-land. 

9. Boarding Houses. 

I 

76. Boarding Houses are a speciality of the Educational Depart- 
ment of the Kolhapur State. Boarding Houses for nearlj^ all classes 
including sub-divisions of the Depressed classes are maintained at 
Kolhapur. Almost all of them have got their own buildings, either 
given by the Government or built from public funds. Some of these 
boardings receive annual grants in cash and some have received 
grants of land from the Kolhapur Government. Besides, various 
Boarding Houses at different places receive grants annually from 
the Kolhapur Government. Boarders in ajyi these institutions get 
free lodging and in some institutions the boarding charges are partly 
or wholly borne by the institutions. 



Chapter XH. 

LOCAL SELF-GOVERNMENT. 

Administration of the Uakha Panchayat. 

General. 

1. The Diwaii remained in charge of the I^cal Self-Govern- 
ment as Commissioner throughout the year and the Chief Revenue 
Officer remained in the charge of the Local Self-Government from 
7-6-30 to 30-11-30 and the Home Minister from 1-12-30 to 6-6-31 
as Collector. 

2. With the noble object of introducing representative institu- 
tions in the State, His Highness was gracious enough to inaugurate 
the Ilakha Pancha 5 ^at on the 14th April 1927, at the hands of His 
Kxcellenc}', Sir Leslie Wilson the Governor of Bombay. This 
momentous step in the direction of Local Self-Government was gene- 
rously taken by His Highness without any demand from the State 
subjects and for this spontaneous act the State subjects are grateful 
to His Highness. The Panchayats have been divided into three 
classes: — The Ilakha Pancha 5 ’at, tjie Taluka Panchayats and the 
Village Panchayats. The Ilakha Panchayat is at the head of this 
Panchayat system. The Ilaklfa Panchayat is not merely one insti- 
tution but a complete net-work of Self-Governing local institutions 
in the villages in the State. The Tlakha Panchayat is the central 
authority which not only guides its subordinate counterparts in the 
Talukas but also guides the Village Panchayats. The Panchayats 
have been introduced with the object of training the people in the 
administration of their civic affairs through their elected representa- 
tives and in removing their local inconveniences from the money 
raised liy themselves. The Panchayats are entrusted with the duties 
of regulating public health, medical aid, sanitation, primary educa- 
tion, temple charities, roads, wells and other works of public utilit 3 % 
The management of village temples is also placed in the hands of 
these Panchayats. For this pttrpose, separate Devasthaii Maudals 
have been created, the Devasthan Mandals of the Ilakha Pancha 5 !^at 
being at the head of the Devasthan Mandals of the Taluka 
Pancha 3 'ats, 
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Constitution and new elections. 

3. There isiioihauj*e in the conslitiitiou of the Ilakha and 
Taluka Panchayats, The period of the first trieniiium of the Ilakha 
and Taluka Pancha 3 'ats terminated last year and elections for the 
new Paiuhaj’ats were held, and the new Taluka Panchayats were 
formed on 29th Ma 3 ’' 1930 and Ilakha Pancha 3 'at came into existence 
on 8th August 19:0 

4. For the election of members for the Ilakha and Taluka Pan- 
chayats, there was a contest at some of the Taluka Pancha 3 'ats., 
while at others there was no contest, there being onl3’^ as man 3 ’ 
candidates as there w’ere seats. 

Committees. 

5 . In addition to the Standing Committee, Shikshan Mandal, 
Devasthan Mandal and the L,aw' and Reference Committee, two new' 
committees were apix^inted r'/c. The village Pauchayat and Public 
Health Committee (2) The Budget Committee.

The increase was due 
to more receipts of grant from the Kolhapur Government 
for primary education and to the grant from Wadgaon 
Municipalit 3 ' for primary' education.

Rs. 13,01,549 showing a net decrease of Rs. 34,860. 

14. The heads w'hich showed increase under expenditure were 
as under: — 

(rt) Refund: — The increase of Rs. 3,239 under this head was 
mainly due to the expenditure debited by the Kolhapur 
Government to the extent of Rs. 3,148.

actually introduced during this year. 

{d) Debt account. Advances, Deposits and Investments Rs. 
11,241. The increase is maninlj^ due to the investment of 
greater amounts in the Bank of Kolhapur on account of 
receipts of instalments of tolls, deposits, misceUaneous 
receipts etc. in the Ilakha Panchayat Office, Kolhapur. 

15. The heads which showed decrease pnder expenditure were 
as under: — 

( a) Education: — The decrease of Rs. 357 was mainly due to 
the non-execution of work of special repairs of school 
buildings even not equal to the comparitively less work of 
the same executed last year.

The decrease under medical dispensaries even to the

extent of Rs. 3880 is due to the debiting of the amount of 
pay of S. A. Surgeon at Shirol to the advance account and 
also due to the less amount of expenditure incurred by 
alpiost all the dispensaries compared with that of last year 
especially on account of the less expenditure incurred by 
Wadgaon, Gadhinglaj, Bhudargad, Raibag and Katkol 
dispensaries. 

The increase under Vaccination is mainly due to the 
additional amount paid for Lymph on account of increase of 
rate.

It is onl 3 ' three 3 -ears that Village 
Pancha 3 'ats are started in the State and thev are 3 ’ct in a state of 
iiifanc 3 -. With all this, looking to the number of meetings held by 
them, their conducting those meetings and writing proceedings etc. 
it can be definitely .said that man 3 ' Village Pancha 3 'at.s show an 
increased activity. The Village Pam hayat Organi.scr is directed to 
pa 5 ’ particular attention to the proper working of the Panchayats. 


33. When the the management of the Village Pancha 3 't.s was 
Secretaries Under the Diwaii, a Committee consisting of (1) Mch. 

Training Class, Dabholkar (Chairman) (2) Raosaheb R. G. 

Shinde (3) Raosaheb R. P. Nikam (4) Meh. R. N. Rajadnya and lb-. 
V. C. Bhide (Secretar 3 ’^) was appointed -to give training to the Secre- 
taries of village Panchayats. The Committee held a training cla.ss 
for a week from 6-10-1930 to 11-10-1930 and gave instructions to 
the candidates in all the subjects concerning Village Panchayats. In 
the examination 26 candidates came out successful out of 35 that 
appeared and certificates were given to the .successful candidates. 
The Organiser, while on tour, has advised Village Panchayats to 
employ the.se trained men as their secretaries. It is hoped that this 
will go a little wa 3 ^ ahead to improve the working of Village Paucha- 
yats Avith the help of these trained men as their secretaries. 'I'his 
class has been an outstanding feature in the Avorkiiig of the village 
Pancha 3 ats in the 3 ^ear. 


34. The Organiser during the year under report has visited 51 

Inspections of Village PaucliaA'ats, out of which 41 Averc inspected 
Villaj^e ^ - . 1 ^ 1 

Panchayats. and the rest Avere visited for sanitar3- and anti-epicle- 
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mic work. The Chairman of the Village Panchayats and Public 
Health Committee also inspected some Village Panchayats in order 
to see their working personally. This j^ear the Horae Minister 
and the President of Ilakha Panchayat visited and carefully inspect- 
ed a number of Village Pauchaj’ats while on tour. This has really 
given a good deal of encouragement to workers in the cause of Village 
Paticbayals. As this was the first working year of the Milage 
Panchayat and Public Health Committee, it took some time to 
arrange for inspection work, office work etc. So the inspection work 
of the Organiser is of five months only i. c, from January 1931 
oiuvards. In addition to the inspection work circulars w^ere issued 
to the Village Panchaj'ats, the most inii)ortant being a1x)Ut the pre- 
paration of budget and the other alx)Ut keeping the cash balance of 
Panchayats in the Postal Savings Bank as Public account. The 
Organiser will be able to inspect all the Panchayats next year. On 
the whole the inspection work has been done fairly satisfactoril 5 ^ 
'i'hc Village Panchayat CJrganiscr, even though trained in a technical 
line like medicine, has undertaken the inspection of the working of 
Village Panchayats and is carring it out gradually efficiently. 

35. The Organiser inspected seven Taluka dispensaries viz. 
(J ) Oadhinglaj (2) Wadgaon (3) Shirol (4) Raibag (5) Radhanagari 

uwiiciii aiKianti- (6) Gargoti (7) Paiiliala. The number of antiplague 

opKiwiiu- woik. anticholera inoculations done during the year by 

tlie Organiser personally is 1,025 in the 15 affected villages. The 
Organiser visited some village schools also and gave instructions to 
school boys regarding personal H 3 giene and advised the guardians 
alxjut correcting physical deformities in boj*s wffierever necessary'. 
Cholera Vaccine was supplied to Pauhala, Radhanagari, Vadgaon 
and Raibag dispensaries for inoculation in affected villages. The 
total number of inoculations done by the Sul>-As.st-Surgeons is 381. 
A magic lantern and slides on personal hygiene, epidemic diseases, 
etc, have been Ixjught for Rs. 654 by the end of the year. M'liis will

37. The Ilakha Panchayat has engaged one V'eteriuary doctor 
who visited nine villages affected epidemic disea.ses in cattle and 
inoculated against them. The total number of inoculations done by 
him is 1700.

General Remarks.

59. The number of Munici|Kilities was the same as in the last 
year vh.

2 . llpto the end of June 1930 the printing work was done as 
usual by a contractor. The printing charges during the j^ear came 
to Rs. 4,633 again.st Rs. 2,326 of the la.st 3 'ear. The increase in the 
printing charges was due to the iprevious 5 'ears’ bills being paid 
during the 3 'ear. 

3. Printing paper of the valne of Rs. 6 , 4/1 was purchased as 
against Rs. 3,73S of the last 3 'ear, The cost of sundry things such as 
binding material, printing inks, oil etc. came to Rs. 272. The 
establishment charges including those of the new Press staff rose 
from Rs. 1,561 to Rs. 4,478.

4. I'ifteen new lxM)ks were registered under the Kfilhapur Press 
Rules during the year under rcijort as against 12 of the last 3 'car. 

3. Newspapers and Periodicals. 

5. The nninbr of newsi)apers and periodicals published in the 
State was 13 during the 3 'ear as against 12 of the last 3 ’ear. Of these, 
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the ‘‘ Rajaramiaii, ” the “New School Magazine,” the “ Rajaram 
High School Magazine ” and Ihc “ Shri Shaliu High School Maga- 
zine ” Kagal were pnblished in Anglo-Marathi and the rest in 
^larathi. Of the total number, one was conducted by a Gaud Sara- 
swat Brahmin, one by a Kokanasth Brahmin, one by the Arya Samaj, 
one by the New School Society, one by a Shimpi, one by the Depressed

4. Printing Presses. 

6. The number of i^rintiug presses during the j'ear iinder 
rei><wt was 23 against 21 of the last year. ( 21 in the Kolhapur vState 
proper and 2 in the Feudatory Jahagirs. ) 

5. Libraries and Reading Rooms. 

7. There were eleven lyibraries in the Kolhapur State proper 
ami 6 in Feudator\' Jahagirs during the j’car under report. The 
largest of them was the Kolhapur General Library which contained 
16,400 volumes against 15,940 of the last j’ear, thus .showing an 
increase of 460 volumes. Peopl'e of all clas.ses and creeds availetl 
them.selvcs of the benefit of this Institution. During the year under 
report the receipts of this Library amounted to Rs. 3,656 and the 
expenditure amounted to Rs. 4,218 against Rs. 2,012 of the la.st year. 

S. A grant of Rs. 500 was paid by the Kolhapur City Munici- 
pality and Rs. 600 by the Kolhapur Government to the Kolhapur 
General Librar5'. Other Libraries also receive grants and State 
publications. 

6. Census. 

Raosaheb S. S. Bhosle is. A., i.i,. is. was apixsiuted as the Ccn.sus 
Superintendent of the Kolhapur State including the Feudatory 
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Jabagirs. All preliminary work i. c. the formation of blocks, circles 
auil charges for the purpose of numbering bouses and counting the 
population and the preijaration of village and town registers, was 
completed with a view to enable the preliminary enumerations to be 
taken in hand. The work of counting the population was ddne 
satisfactorily and in accordance with the circulars issued and instruc- 
tions given by the Provincial Superintendent of Census Operations, 
Bombay Presidency, Poona. The work of drawing up the report of 
the Kolhapur State and the S. M. C. States together with the prepa- 
ration of necessary statistics is now taken up in hand by the Census 
Superintendent as was done at the time of the last Census.
